AT LIBERTY 14 YEARS 
HE BECAME A LEADER 
| DANVILLE POLITIC 


Stripling Convicted in Harris 
County on Charge of Murder- 
ing W.J.Cornett and Given 
Life Sentence---Prisoner Says 
Cornett Ruined His Sister and 
This Caused Killing---Coming 
to Atlanta Today---Hopes for 
Pardon. 


With the shadow of a life sentence 
in the penitentiary of Georgia hang- 
ing over him, Edgar Stripling, chief 
of police of Danville, Va. will arrive 
in Atlanta at noon today in company 
with Sheriff Smith, of Harris county, 
to face the sentence for murder which 
was imposed upon him by the court in 
that county fourteen years ago. 

Stripling is being brought back to 
Georgia on a requisition issued by 
Governor Brown several] gays ago after 
it was discovered that the chief of 
police of Danville, who has passed 
under the name of R. E. Morris, one 
of the most highly respected and 
trusted citizens of the city, is the man 
who escaped from the jail in Harris 
county in 1897, after receiving a sen- 
tence to life imprisonment for the 
murder of W. J. Cornett, a well-known 
citizen of Harris county. 

The Crime of Long Ago. 

The crime for which Stripling is 
wanted in Harris county was commit- 
ted on the night of September 4, 1897. 
Ww. J. Cornett, the man who was kill- 
ed, was found dead the next morning 
with several) bullet wounds in his 
body. He was alone in the house that 
night ang there was evidence that he 
had been shot by a party or parties 
standing near the window on the out- 
side of the house. 

Edgar Stripling and Terrell Huff, 
his brother-in-law, who were neigh- 
bors of Cornett, were indicted for the 
murder, were found guilty with a 
recommendation for mercy and were 


.sentenced by the court to serve lifé 


sentences in the penitentiary. 

Stripling on the witness stand de- 
clared that he shot and killed Cornett, 
but that Huff was not a party to it 
and knew nothing about it until after 
the crime was committed. 

“I killed him bevause he had in- 
sulted my wife and my married sis- 


ter,’ said Stripling, “and because’ he 


but! had made threats to take my life. I 


lived in fear of him for days and was 
afraid even to go out of the house in 
the daytime for fear that he would 
make good his threat.” 

Stripling Makes Escape. 

While the prisoners were waiting 
in the Harris county jail to be deliver- 
ed to the penitentiary authorities, 
Stripling escaped, ang from that day 
until his arrest by Sheriff Smith in 
Danville Thursday afternoon nothing 
has been known of his whereabouts. 

On a strong showing made by many 
citizens of Harris county who were 
interesteq in his case, Huff was 
pardoned by Governor Atkinson in 
March, 1899. It was claimed in his 
behalf that the evidence § failed to 
show that he was connected in any 
way with the crime and that his con- 
viction was the result of malicious 
prosecution. 

Fourteen years passed, and the crime 
was almost forgotten. About a month 
ago a gentleman from Georgia, who

Washington, March 3.—At 12:30 
o'clock this morning the senate re- 
sumed consideration of the bill to cre- 
ate a permanent tarff board. Until 
that hour the night session was occu- 
pied with the postoffice appropriation 
bill, which was laid aside in an un- 
completed state shortly after midnight. 

A contest was started immediately 
between Senator Hale, who wanted the 
senate to proceed with the naval ap- 
propriation bill, and Senator Beveridge, 
who pressed for consideration of the 
unfinished business—the tariff board 
measure. 

Democrats Seek Delay. 

It required a roll call to decide the 
issue in favor of Senator Beveridge, 
the senate declining to proceed with 
the naval bill by a vote of 26 to 37. 
During the day the senate passed the 
pensions, diplomatic and consular, for- 
tifications and military academy bills, 
notwithstanding the fact that there 
was every indication that the demo- 
crats were seeking to delay action on 
the supply measures. 

Republicans came to the conclusion 
rather reluctantly that the democrats 
were in earnest in their filibuster 
against supply measures. After con- 
sidering the situation, however, some 
of the senate leaders became of the 
opinion that the administration might 
be led from a political pitfall if ap- 
propriation measures were forced into 
an extraordinary session by reason of 
obstructive tactics on the part of the 
democrats.

Tradgedy Causes Great Sensation. 

Princess Di, Trigona wasone of the 
most beautiful ladies-in-waiting to the 
queen and ‘her tragic end has caused 
a tremendous sensation. Si@was at 
the court ball on Monday and attracted 
more than ordinary attention as well 
as general admiration. She had had 
a disagreement with her husband, 
which deeply grieved the queen. 
Her majesty used every influence to 
‘reconcile the couple, but without suc- 
cess. 

Baron Paterno, who had been in 
close attendance on the princess for 
some time past, engaged a room in 
| tmall hotel this morning. Soon 

e Wag joined by Princess Trigona and 
they remained together until the after- 
| noon. A waiter passing through the 
{hall heard ‘a pistol shot, followed by 
groans. An attempt was made to 
break in the door, but this proved toe 
strong to be forced, and employees 
entered the room by a window. 


Princess in Lake of Blood. 


The princess, half dressed, lay on a 
bed in a lake of blood. A dagger had 
, severed the blood vessels in the neck 
and she had bled to death. Paterno 
was outstretched on the fioor. There 
was a bullet wound in his breast 
made in an evident attempt to commit 
suicide, but he was still alive, and was 
quickly removed to other quarters. 

The princess had been summoned to 
appear before the courts today in 
separation proceedings brought by her 
husband. Both she and Paterno were 
Sicilians. 

Paid Her Lever’s Debts. 


Last summer the princess was at 
Saint Moritz with her two daughters, 
who are 7 and 14 years old, when she 
received a letter from Paterno ex- 
plaining that his debts prevented him 
from joining her. She w touched 
by Paterno’s recital of his embDarrass- 
ment and sent him a check, which he 
turned over to one of his creditors.

After Beveridge and Bailey. 

Much interesting senate gossip was 
circulated on the floor tonight during 
the discussion of the postoffice bill. It 
was patent to everybody that the fili- 
buster against the bill which was par- 
ticipated in by Senators Owens, Stone, 
Bankhead and others, was not 
sorted to out of any real objection to 
the measure. Many of the senate 
leaders who gossiped about the situa- 
tion made no secret of the fact that on 
one side of the chamber Sehator 
Beveridge was being hazed by the 
democrats and old guard republicans, 
and Senator Balley, on the other side, 
was being punished for the part he 
played in the agreement by which a 
time was fixed to vote on the Lorimer 
case and the tariff board measures was 
made the unfinished business. 

Incidentally the minority leadership 
of the senate, which will be laid down 
by Senator Money when he retires on 
Saturday, was the stake for which 
the democrats played. The Stone fac- 
tion, it was stated, was determined 
that Senator Bailey should not be a 
contender in that contest if they could 
help it. 

Formidable Outlook. 

With the postoffice appropriation 
bill unfinished, and containing many 
items that will lead to spirited debate 
unless dropped by the committee, with 
the naval appropriation bill pending,

COMMONS MOVING 
TO CRUSH LORDS 


Second Reading, of the 
Veto Bill Is Passed, 
368 to 243., 


London, March 2.—Four days of the 
most uninspiring debate ever given to 
a measure involving a great constitu- 
tional reform came to a conclusion to- 
night, when Premniier Asquith applied 
cloture and the second reading of the 
veto bill was passed by a majority of 
125, the vote being 368 to 243. Prior 
to this the house took division on Aus- 
ten Chamberlain's amendment, with a 
majority of 121. against it. 

The figures on the veto bill were 
greeted with prolonged cheers, after 
which the bill, on the premiers mo- 
tion, was committed to a committee of 
the whole house for this stage, which 
is likely to be deferred for some time, 
to enable the government to dispose 
of financial business. The opposition 
leaders are drafting an _ elaborate 
series of amendments. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s amendment, which 
was defeated, was moved on Monday 
last on behalf of the opposition. It de- 
clared that the house would welcome 
the introduction of a bill which, while 
reforming the composition of the house 
of lords, maintained its independence 
as a second chamber, but declined to 
proceed with a measure which placed 
all effective legislative authority in the 
hands of a single chamber and offered 
no safeguard against grave‘ changes 
made without the consent of the peo- 
ple. e 

Pending the committee stage of the 
bill, interest will now center in the 
expected production next week of Lord 
Lansdowne’s bill for the reform of the 
house of lords. 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh introduced 
in the house of lords today his bill for 
the employment of the referendum on 
occasious of great national importance. 
The measure passed its first reading 
without division. 


VALUABLE FOOD SUPPLY 
IN THE MUSSEL BEDS 


Demand for the Sea Mussel 
May Exceed That for 
the Oyster. 


Washington, March 2.—A _ valuable 
food resource of the nation which so 
far has not been developed is to be 
found in the mussel beds which extend 
on the Atlantic coast from Maine to 
North Carolina and on the Pacific coast 
from Washington to San Francisco. 
Irving A. Field, of the United States 
fishéries laboratory of Woods Hole, 
Mass., in a bulletin entitled “The Food 
Value of Sea Mussels,” says the nat- 
ural beds of sea mussels are capable 
of supplying wholesome food to thou- 
sands of persons at the expense of but 
a little trouble in collecting them. 

“It is possible, he claims, to develop 
an industry in the marketing of mus- 
sels. which may surpass even that of 
the oysters and at the same time have 
no injurious effect upon the oyster 
trade. The success with which mus- 
sels may be canned and pickled, he 
adds, promises a good future for a new 
| and profitable branch of the fisheries 


industry. 


MERCHANTS PROTEST 


AT PARCELS POST 


Plan Condemned as An- 
tagonistic to Mercantile 


Interests. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 2.—Having 
perfected permanent organization un- 
der the name of the Southern Mer- 
chants’ Association, the merchants of 
the parcels post convention today con- 
cluded their work by entering a strong 
protest to parcels/ post, in the form of 
a resolution condémning the proposed 
law as antagonistic to mercantile in- 
terests and of no real benefit to the 
consumer, and, therefore, as it relates 
in the southern merchant and his as- 
sociated interests, an unmitigated evil. 

The executive board of the associa- 
tion, as provided under the resolution, 
was instructed to bring the protest to 
the attention of congress as soon 4s 
might be deemed necessary, and, if 
necessary, to employ a secretary to 
look after this feature of the work. 

The principal speeches of the day 
were by ColonerP Robert E. Lee, of St. 
Louis, and T. James Fernley, of Phila- 
delphia, the latter being the secretary- 
treasurer of the National Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association of the United 
States, and both protesting strongly 
against parcels post. - 

New argument made against the 
parcels post that had not been pre- 
viously brought out at the convention 
was that upon the same principle addi- 
tional legislation could lead to the 
transportation of still heavier freight 
by the. government, then passengers, 
and ultimately lead to the government 
ownership of all transportation utili- 
ties, including the railroads. Mr. Fern- 
ley first advanced the argument. 


SPANISH WAR BONDS 
MAY BE RETIRED 


After the Treasury Has Been 
Replenished by Issue of 
Panama Bonds. 


Washington, March 2.—The retire- 
ment of the $64,000,000 of 3 per cent 
Spanish war bonds now outstanding 
may be one of the features of Secre- 
tary MacVeagh’s financial plan, after 
the treasury has been replenished with 
a preliminary issue of $25,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 of Panama bonds. The 
Spanish war bonds were issued in 1898, 
and were payable at any time after 
1908, and do not mature until 1918. 
About $20,000,000 of them are owned by 
the national banks, and held by the 
treasury as security for national bank 
notes and public deposits. 

As soon as the details of Secretary 
MacVeagh’s plan are perfected the first 
issue of the Panama/ bonds will be 


made.

NARCOTIC DRUG ACI 
AS CONSTITUTIONAL 


Supreme Court Passes 
Upon Case Appealed 
From Savannah. 


For the first time since it w@s 
sassed by the legislatfire at the ses- 
sion of 1907, the constitutionality of 
the Whitley narcotic drug act, which 
prohibits the sale of cocaine and other 
narcotics except upon physicians’ pre- 
scriptions, has been passed upon and 
sustained by the supreme court of 
Georgia. 

The decision sustaining the consti- 
tutionality of the act was handed down 
by the supreme court Thursday. It 


‘Was ohe of several cases which came 


up to the court of appeals from the c.ty 
court of Savannah, and was cited to the 
supreme court as a test case for the 
purpose of having the constitutional 
questions passed upon. 

The case in question was that of 


H. B.. Stanley, of Savannah, who was 


, fined $1,000 or twelve months in the 


chaingang, for selling cocaine without 
conforming to the fregulations pre- 
scribed in the narcotic drug act. 

It was contended in the defense that 
the body of the act contains subject 
matter which is not covered by the 
caption, and that the act contains two 
subject matters, thereby violating the 
constitution. In addition to these, 
there were several other constitutional 
objections made to the act, all of which 
the supreme court overrules.

Invited to a convention in Nashville to make a speech opposing 
parcels post, Senator-elect John Sharp Williams, of Mississippi, 
threw a. bombshell into his audience by showing that a parcels post 
is as inevitable as sunrise. ae a 

Mr. Williams admitted it might be wise to ‘oppose a uniform- 
priced parcels post, and advocated one which stipulated charges ac- 
cording to distances and service rendered. 


But he went on— 


But parcels post is coming, it's an evolution, and if you.don’t favor the 
proper kind you will get parcels post with uniform postage or nothing; you 
needn't hope to get nothing; you are going to get it. A wise man never tries 
to prevent ths inevitable—kicking against the pricks only make sore heels.

In this connection The Constitution elsewhere publishes an ar-

Increased land values, enhanced production, augmenting’of pop- 
ulation, elevated buying power—all militate to the profit of the 
country merchant, whether in the small town or the cross roads’ 
store! 


Mr. Williams was right. Parcels post in this country 1s a nat- 


| ural evolution as sure as the incoming of the tide. The,only thing 


difficult to understand is how it has been thus long delayed, while 
the people of Europe are enjoying a privilege denied- Americans. 

It is equally incomprehensible how the dwindling enemies of a 
parcels post can reconcile their arguments with the fact that it is 
possible to mail eleven pounds of merchandise from this country.to 
almost any European nation for cents less than to the county ad- 
joining the shipping point

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DELEGATIONS 10 THE CONGRESS. 


With less than a week intervening before the opening of the 
three-day session of the Southern Commercial Congress in Atlanta 
the importance of every ambitious southern town being well repre- 
sented becomes more emphasized 

In a sense, the congress 1s to celebrate the semi-centenary an- 
niversary of the beginning of the civi! war: the closing of one-half 
century and the opening of another, equally rich in material and 
historic significance to the southern states 

Steadily the gaze of the nation has been focuséd on the south 
during the past two decades : 

It has now reached its most intense phase 

The president of the United States, the former president of the 
United States,-foreign ambassadors, 
business men of national reputation will gather in Atlanta to do 
homage to southern progréss, to stress upon the world’s attention 
the larger development that 1s coming to the south 1n the era now 
opening 

Already, scores of large and smal! southern communities. have 
appointed delegations, taken from thetr trade bodies or elected at

‘But in order that the south may reap the largest degree of ben- 
etit from the congress, and that the latter may be most accurately 
representative of the south, it 1s essential that representation leave 
nothing to be desired in. the matter of comprehensiveness

gations, should lose no time in doing so. 

The latter part of next week will be strenuous and crowded, 
even for Atlanta, and it 1s necessary that notice be served so that 
ample accommodations may be prepared for those who will attend. 
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STATEHOOD FOR ARIZONA. 


While the constitution formally adopted by the territory of 
Arizona will not reach Washington in time for ratification during 
the present session of congress, there is no reason why it should 
not be passed upon at the extra session which now seems inevitable. 
At any rate, its consideration can be postponed no longer than the 
next regular session . 

It has been variously rumored that an effort will be made to 
defeat ratification, because of a progressive application of the prin- 
ciple of the initiative and referendum in the proposed constitution. 

The initiative, referendum and recall have been extended to in- 
clude judges, and some of the legal quibblers of congress affect to 
see danger tn this provision 

What this country needs 1s not less, but more popular govern- 
ment; and the criticised feature of the Arizona organic law certainly 
brings government very close to the people. 

In admitting territories to statehood, it has been customary to 
follow the practice of leaving unchallenged the constitutions they 
select to submit, if it be established that the document was approved 
by a majority of the voters, and does not in any of its details violdte

Parcels Post and Small Dealers. 
(From The Philadelphia Telegraph ) 
The only objection to @ parcels post 

that has even a semblance of justifica- 
tion is that offered by rural merchants 
and small dealers in larger towns. This 
class may be Sincere in the belief that 
their trade would suffer should the 
Ss°0vernment accept the responsibility 
of delivering packages weighing eleven 
pounds or less The contention is not 
logical Farmers and others who pat- 
ronize these dealers do not buy com- 
mddities “sight unseen” in large quan- 
tities. Notions, small trinkets, etc. are 
ordered by mail now. the postage being 
&@ fnegligible quantity Mail order 
houses are already doing a business 
that amounts to Millions a year, and 
they will continue to do so in any 
event, but the consumer Pays the ex- 
press or postage The Postal Reform 
League asserts that small merchants 
in remote districts would be benefited 
by the parcels post Large jobbers and 
manufacturers advertise in daily hews- 
Papers and magazines. They create a’ 
demand for their wares, and these 
wares could be kept on sale by the re- 
tailer, who could order as his custom- 
ers needed them, himself. getting the 


advantage of a discount and of quick 
delivery by parcels,post. The whole- 
Saler would pay hfs advertising bills. 
The country store is a sort of: social 
center, and its patrons like to make 
selections, after looking over the stock. 
Besides, if dissatisfied’ or if swindled. 
they can easily get redress from the 
individual responsible. Again, it may 
be said that there are only four rea- 
sons—the four great express companies 
—why the people shotild not use their 
own rural delivery wagons for the pur- 


pose of ,jhauling goods to their own 
doors. 


Only Needs a Trial 
(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

Half a loaf is ‘proverbially better 
than no bread [If it be impossible to 
get at the coming session of congress 
the parcels post for the whole country. 
but we can get a limited service for 
the extensive territory covered by the 
rural free delivery routes, by all means 
let us have it. That congress could be 
persuaded to do more than this dur- 
ing the crowded days of a short session 
is.doubtful. The urgent recommeénda- 
tion of the postmaster general, coupled 
with the pressure of popular sentiment, 
should induce it to take that first step, 
which is the most difficult of all 

The great point is to make a begin- 
ning. Once give the parcels post a 
Small opportunity to demonstrate its 
popularity and usefulness, and the rest 
will be easy. The limited test would 
provide the postmaster general with a 
part of the data which he wishes to 
collect for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing that the extension of the. parcels 
post to all parts of the country would 
not be a source of loss to the govern- 
ment. The appropriation. which he 
asks for in order to form a clear idea 


of the nature and volume of the busi-| 


ness which would be Handled and the 
expense involved, should be voted with- 
out hesitation The advocates of the 


parcels post should welcome the inves-.- 


tigatiqn. It would give them the 
etrongest of statistical arguments. It 
would show how much the parcels post 
is needed and how greatly it would 
benefit the people without trenching on 
the revenue of the postoffice depart- 
ment : = 


Merchants and the Parcels Post. 
(From The Saturday Evéning Post.) 
Hostility ofthe express companies of 

the parcels post is so like hostility of 
porch-climbers to burglar alarms, that 
we don't believe it would get a hear- 
ing very long if it were not supported 


by the. country merehants’ tear that 
the parcels post will increase the busi- 
ness Of the mail order houses at his 
expense. To contrive a parcels post 
scheme which will relieve the public 
from. express rates’ that yield 300 per 
cent “melons,” but will not be available 
to mail order houses in competition 
with country merchants. is obviously 
rather difficult.

Tt has 
been urged, quite plausibly, that an un- 
restricted parcels post will help the 
country merchant by putting him in 
easier touch.with his farm-patrons 
more than:it wil hurt him-ty bringing 
in majl order goods. At Any! rate, to 
erect a barrier against incereagedé trans- 
portation -facilities can.,hardly be a 
safe and enduring shield ‘against com- 
petition. The competition of mail order 
houses must finally be met on some 
ground other than maintaining high 
rates for the carriage of parcela We 
hope country merchants will study the 
problem from that point of view—oon-

| Gainesville, Ga., March 2.—(Special 
Staff Correspondence.)—The round-up 
of criminals following the train rob- 
bery at New ‘Holland Springs, ten 
days ago, has given the Hall county 
jail one of the most notorious and suc- 
cessful all-around crooks the west and 
northwest has ever produced. Though 
three-quarters of a century old, the 
prisoner is yet hale and hearty, and 
bids fair to finish the last quarter. 
His name, like his past life outside of 
jails and penitentiaries, is unknown, 
and of it he will tell no more than of 
his past life. 

On the Hall county jail register he 
is booked as James Anderson, but no 
alias follows, because there are too 
many. But he has been positively 
and unmistakably identified as an out- 
law who did twenty years at. San 
Quentin, Cal., shorter terms in other 
state prisons and who a few years 
ago made a sensational and mysterious 
escape from the penitentiary at New 
Westminster, British Columbia, where 
he had been sent for life. 

Miner’s Identity Fully Established. 

Detectives from the Pacific slope and 
from British Columbia now here have

recognized him beyond all doubt. Pho- 
| graphs of past vears trace his criminal 
career through a half dozen states and 
two nations. Birthmarks, scars and 
India ink figures shown in a half 
Aozen. circulars, are all found on the 
‘risoner. But as the prisoner shows 
hese marks without hesitancy to the 
vearching officers, he declines to talk. 
His only response to questions as he is 
-onfronted with evidence is a quiet, 
hissing laugh. About the only remark 
he has made since being brought here 
‘'s, “You seem to know so much, you 
‘an find out the rest, d—n you.”’ 

The rewards now hanging over his 
1ead amount to a small (fortune. 
\bout the only place he has lived 
vWhich does not seem to want him is 
the British Columbia © penitentiary, 
whither he went on a life-time sen- 
‘ence, and from which he escaped five

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ENORMOUS FIRE WASTE 
DISCUSSED BY WENTWORTH 


Featuring the quarterly meeting of 
the Atlanta Credit Men’s Association 
in the Cafe Durand last night, Franklin 
H. Wentworth, of Boston, secretary of 
the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, delivered a dramatic address, in 
which he called attention to the enor- 
mous fire waste in the United States, 
and stressed the importance of taking 
steps toward its prevention. 

Mr. Wentworth spoke in the inter- 
est of the National Association of 
Credit Men, which considers this sub- 
ject of such supreme importance that 
it has engaged Mr. Wentworth to de- 
liver educational talks throughout the 
country. 

The address of Mr. Wentworth came 
at the conclusion of a delightful ban- 
quet, which was attended by over 75 
members of the Atlanta Credit Men’s 
Association, which is affillated with the 
national organization. 

Other speakers of the evening were 
Charles E. Meek, of New York, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the National As- 
sociation of Credit Men, and Joseph A. 
McCord, who pointed out needed amend- 
ments to the state banking laws. 

Result of Carelessness. 

Mr. Wentworth said in part: 

“We have not really begun to face 
the questions that may yet involve us 
as the direct result of our carelessness 
of the fire hazard. The growing ten- 
dency toward state interference in the 
business of fire insurance is nothing 
more or less than a protest against 
the frightful impoverishment of the 
nation by fire. The people feel that 
the fire tax is too high. It is too 
high. Everybody knows that it is too 
high. But how can the fire tax be 
lessened except by attacking the cause 
of jt? 

“It does not require great philoso- 
phic insight to see that the insurance

While none of the 
Varieties are perfect, it is time that 
Some are nearer the ideal demanded 
the standard than others. Many 
the unpopular varieties are worthy 
Our best efforts toward their im- 
provement. 

There are apparent reasons why 
somé Varieties have fallen from public 
favor, but there are some that have 
real merit, and it is impossible to 
Meke a guess why they are not being 
bred more. 

We can say that the Dminique has 
been replaced by the Barred Plymouth 
Rock, a more symmetrical built fowl, 
of greater merit as a flesh and egg 
producer, a variety just as well omit- 
ted from the standard. We very sel- 
dom see the breed now except at the 
fall fairs and winter shows. I know 
of only one flock of any size within 
hundreds of miles. This party has 
bred them for a number of years, now 
alone, formerly side by side with other 
varieties. 

He claims they are all that could be 
asked for as a utility fowl. The Asiat- 
ios, with the exception of the Light 


Bratimas and Black Langshanh, are a 


lacking factor on most farms., They 
and I am 
giad to say both are coming back into 
popular favor, and will be a feature 
at the future shows. They are truly 
@ fancier’s bird, and either of the sev- 
6ral varieties will give the breeder all 
the éf he wants to produce speci- 
mens that are right. In the “lordly 
Langehan"” and the “motherly Brah- 
ma” we have two of the best breeds in 
the standard today. Frizzles, Rump- 
lers and Silkies are varieties that your 
Unele could never see a reason for ex- 
isting. Some breeders breed Silkies, 
using them as foster mothers for 
pheagants and partridges, but they 
never canh create a demand for the 
breeds, except among hunters who 
follow the fall fairs. These people ex- 
hibit them as curiosities. 

The Ancona is another rare variety. 

This variety is susceptible to the in- 
flUence of skillful breeding and should 
be séén oOftener and in larger quanti- 
ties. They should appeal to the Leg- 
horn breeders. The Black Wyandotte 
ie a fowl of merit and oan be vsed 
more: frequently on the egg farm. 
They are as handsome as any biack 
fowl, and I believe throw less pur- 
ple than any of the other black va- 
rieties. 

It seems to me that if the Wyan- 
G@otte lovers that live in towns and 
villages bred them one season they 
would continue to do so, at least as 
long as they favored the Wyandotte 
shape. On the farm of a prominent 
breeder 1 know of, who Keeps all va- 
rieties of Wyandottes and Orpingtons, 
and who also keeps an accurate and 
trustworthy record of his fowls, this 
variety outlaid all other varieties of 
both breeds, all being housed and fed 
the same. 

Now, the Blacks are not this breed- 
er's favorite, and if there had been 
any handicap given in the matter of 
house and yard the Blacks would not 
have been the favored ones. It seems 
t6 me that there would be a good deal 
of pleasure and some profit for some 
of the true fanciers to take up some 
of these sidetracked varieties and 
breed them up to the state of perfec- 
tin that their merits entitle them to. 

I have no objection to the newer va- 
rieties, but believe that some of the 
old Ones are being nej.lected. The new 
varieties have merit, of course, notably 
the Columbian Wyandottes. Buckeyes, 
Reds and Orpingtons, but the old ones 
are just as good if taken in hand and 


pushed. 

Im all black varieties of fowls the 
Standard calle for a green sheen. This 
is hard to get, as the green is often 
crossed with purple barring, and is a 
source of defect.

That was strange to me, fot we can’t 
keep ours from laying. They just lay 
and lay all the time. Some ask me 
what I feed. I give a mash in the 
morning. Sometimes I moisten it and 
sometinies just give it dry. It consists 
of cornmeal one part, shorts one part, 
bran two parts, twice a wéék a little 
cotton seed meal in it. Noon, oats; in 
the evening a mixed grain ration if 
deep litter, and all the green food 
they will éat—such as ryé, turnips, 
rape, beets, etc., lime oysters and egg 
shells. We usé a lot of eggs. All the 
little ones, oOver-largé onés and ill- 
shaped; Il give my John to eat, and that 
keeps him in a good humor, and he 
just helps me lots. Sisters, just work 
the rabbit foot on your Johns, and you 
don't know how they will help you. 
Hens like old mortar, charcoal, cut 
bone and beef scraps once or twice a 
week, and last, but not least, plenty 
of fresh pure water. My watering pans 
are washed every morning. Uncle Joe, 
if my bill of fare is wrong will you 
please correct? Then I have the very 
best thoroughbred stock, bred to lay 
and to win the blue ribbons. We only 
raise for fancy stock, and sell ég@s for 
hatching at very reasonable prices con- 


sidering the fancy price we paid for 


eggs and stock. We have tWo yards 
mated for this season, and théy sure 
are fine. Headed by the finest cock 
bird I ever saw. There was a breeder 
in our yard today. He said he had 
seen dots of Reds, but these yere the 
prettiest he had ever seen. He asked 
me “if the male was not named Red 
Flame, said he is the reddeést one I ever 
saw,” and he is just as rich and clear 
to the skin, and his legs down the 
sides and between his toes are as red 
as his feathers; he has a red, flery 
eye, five-pointed comb. Oh, well, he 
is just worth a good size farm. I told 
him no, his name was Red King. He 
said “that suited fine, for he was sure 
a king among chickens.”” I get so 
many compliments on my Reds I can’t 
help being proud of them, and a good 
many have taken prizes from eggs 
from our first yard. I have lots: of 
good friends made through my chitk- 
en yard. 

I sold $300 worth of stock and eggs 
in 1910, and gave it to my John to pay 
on his farm. Afid how he did smile, 
and that paid me for all my work. We 
don’t have separate purses at our 
house, only my chicken monéy, and I 
keep that all to itself, but my old man 
knows where to go when he gets in 
a tight. I think my success comes 
through being strictly honest with my 
customers. We mate our yards by the 
standard, just as near as we Can to 
give the best results. Uncle Joe, is the 
new standard out yet? And is there 
any changés made in the Reds? I am 
sitting out here with the chickens writ- 
ing this script. I sometimes have a 
few minutes to rest, and mostly spend 
them outhere. They, the chickens, will 
jump in my lap and sit all around me. 
Some say they don’t breed/true to col- 
or, very true, But we Nave to have 
some for our Johns to eat, and 
ones that are off in color are just as 
good for the table. Listen! when we 
think of them being made from three 
of the best breeds in all chickendom 
we have the three combined in one 
breed, and that overbalances a few 
white feathers now and then, and if 
given the proper care will. keep your 
purse filled with change. Unole Joe, 
will you tell me what is best to plant 
for green food for late spring? Will 
thank you for an early reply. 

Answer—There surely mtst have 
been an epidemic of red hen fever 
raging in your city some time tn the 
past, since there are so many Red and 
ex-Red breeders within the limits. 
You evidently had an unusually vio- 
lent case, judging from the tone of 
your letter, “and it seems to be get- 
ting no better very fast.” Your 
feeding, breeding and attention to your 
fowls seems to be all that could be 
desired. By all means plant dwarf 
Essex rape for an all-season’s crop for 
chickens. The new Standard came out 
in December, 1910. You can get one 
from The’ Industrious Hen, Knoxville, 
Tenn., or Southern Fancier, Atlanta, 
Ga. There are a few slight changes in 
the Red class as well as some of the 
other breeds.

Can they be 
home-made? If so, please give me di- 
rectiéns to make one. If not where 
can I buy one? I am going to let the 
hen hatch the chickens and thenI want 
to raise them and let the hen get ready 
to begin laying again. I keép the 
Rhode Island Reds and like them fine. 
Please give .me some infofmation on 
this, if I am not asking too much. 

Answer—<A fireless brooder can be 
constructed at home at a trifling cost, 
though this early in the season oné 
should have a warm brooder house in 
which to Digce it. Last spring and 
summer I used fireless brooders, made 
of cheese boxes. These are about right 
for a setting or a hatch from a setting 
of fifteén eggs. Get a box, such as 
Gold Dust washing powder is shipped 
in. Take off the top and hinge it, eut- 
ting a door six inches high and three 
inches wide, in the center of the box 
at the bottom. Bore holes around the 
top and ends, about eight one-half- 
inch holes for ventilation. Leave the 
bottom in the Box. Now take a cheesé

that “it is pretty hard to have to go, 


back to the penitentiary for life.” He 
gave no trouble whatever. 

Stripling’s wife and several children 
have been living with him in Danville 
for several years. It is stated that 
shortly after he escaped from the jail 
in Harris county, in 1897, Stripling 
went to Virginia and secured employ- 
ment on the Southern railway. He made 
his home in Danville, and was elected 
to the police force, and a short time 
later was made chief. 

For a short time prior to the com- 
mission of the crime Stripling made 
his home in Atlanta. Later he went to 
Columbus to live, but finally moved 
back to his original home in Harris 
county. 

The arrest of the chief of police and 
the revelation of the fact that his name 
is Stripling, and that he has a life 


sentence for murder hanging over him || 


in this state, created a great sensation 
in Danville, where he has been so well 
and favorably known for many years; 
and it is stated that a vigorous effort 
will be made by the people of Danville 
and by the state officials of Virginia to 
have the man pardoned. A petition to 
that end has already been started in 
Danville. 


Hamilton, Ga., March 2.—(Special. )— 
In the month of September, 1897, W. J. 
Cornett, a prominent young farmer of 
Harris county, was shot and killed one 
night as he was quietly sitting by the 
fireside in his own house. His assail- 
ant had.crept up near the window of 
the room in which he was sitting and 
had emptied two loads of buekshot into 
his body. Cornett died instantly. 

The crime. caused great excitement 
in this section at that time, and the ele- 
ment of mystery added to the interest. 
For some time the public was in the 
dark as to the party or parties who had 
Slaim Cornett. Finally it was whispered, 
around that Cornett had been showing 
too much attention to Edgar Stripling’s 
wife, who was young and beautiful. 

The rumors grew, and: Stripling was 
placed under arrest as was also Terrell 
Huff, who was a brother-in-law of 
Stripling. At the October term 1897 
of Harris superior court they were 
brought to trial. Huff denied all knowl- 
edge of the crime, but Stripling stated 
on the stand that he had ghot Cornett 
as he would have shot a rattlesnake, 
because of the wrong that had been 
done his wife by Cornett. Stripling 
and Huff were both convicted of mur- 
der and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life. While in jail awaiting to be 
carried to the penitentiary, Stri ling, 
with a lot of other prisoners Grete 
jail and escaped, Huff refusing to leave 
the jail. Stripling made good his es- 
cape, and has been in hiding since. Huff 
was sent to the penitentiary, where he 
served three years, having secured a 
pardon at the end of that time. 

His Life in Danville. 

Danville, Va., March 3—-The arrést 
and exposure of the chief of polies; 
R. E. Morris, as Edgar Striplitig, es- 
caped lifer from the Georgia peniten- 
tiary, was made this afternoon by Se- 
cret Service Agent J. W. W. Smith and 
mt ip! City Sergeant W. W. Boisseau 
and created a widespread sensation. 

For the past six years Stripling has 
been living here, no one for a mement 
suspecting his identity. Efforts were 
made a number of times to trakce up 
some shady spot in his past life in 
criminal trials, but not an inkling of 
his prison career was brought out. He 
was first employed as night watchman 
for the Southern Express Company. 
About five years ago he was elected as 
@ patrolman on the Dang@ille police 
force and after servin about six 
months was advanced to chief. His ad- 
vancement was due in a great measure 
to his cool nerves and fearlessness, 
though he was criticised severely for 
his almost unconrtollable temper. The 
election of a chief of police for another 
term of two years was to have been held 
tomorow night, and it was generally 
thought that the incumbent would be 
chosen to succeed himself, although he 
was bitterly opposed by Police Ser- 
geant Bell. 

Stripling, in his official capacity here, 
had many influential friends, and dur- 
ing his residence here was never charg- 
ed with any offense other than the re- 
sults of his temper. 

Stripling shot and killed William 
Cornett in Georgia, and was being held 
in prison pending a motion for a new 
trial. His brother-in-law, who was 
implicated in the killing, was given a 
long term, but was pardoned. 

After his escape from prison Strip- 
ling was joined by his wife and three 
children. He now has ten children. 

He was allowed nearly two hours to- 
night to bid his family:a farewell at 
his home. He was under guard of two 
officers, and never for a moment did he 
breakdown. 

Stripling was taken to Georgia to- 
night. Before leaving he said he killed 
Cornett for assulting his sister. He 
said that he hoped to get a pardon.
